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START RIGHT IN. 


The official clean-up week is due to be an- 
nounced any day. However soon, it cannot be 
ahead of time. Spring is in evidence. So also are 
the tin cans and other debris of winter. If anyone 
feels inclined to beat the officials to it there is 
plenty of scope for action and no law against an- 
ticipating orders. 


WHAT ABOUT THOSE TREELESS STREETS? 

It is to be hoped that some of the enthusiasm 
for planting trees which was so apparent last 
spring has survived the winter. There were pro- 
bably more trees planted on the streets ef the 
city last year than in any previous season. And it 
cost the city practically nothing. The work was 
done gratis by householders who turned out morn- 
ings and evenings and did without pay what the 
city could not afford.to pay to have done. Most 
of the trees were dug up in the woods and brought 
into the city by volunteer spademen and motor 
drivers. In all, several thousand were planted, 
most of them along streets which had never before 
been lined with trees, but a good many going to 
replace those which had died along streets im- 
proved years ago. Necessarily a percentage of 
the newly planted trees did not out-live the shock. 
Winter has probably cut down the surviviors by 
another margain. Such losses are incidental, and 
must always be counted on. Unfortunately a good 
many trees have also been deliberately destroyed 
by children and hoodlums. If these losses are not 
made up, much of the splendid work of last year 
will be wasted. And there are miles of other 
streets which should be ringed with trees but will 
not be unless the planting is done by the same 
kind of voluntary effert on the part of public- 
spirited citizens. 


‘YOU TAKES YOUR CHOICE.’’ 


Apparently the Callaghan report got all the 
investigating it is going to get when the Premier 
went into conference last week with officials of 
the C.P.R. And apparently also the public have 
got all the information they need look for as to 
the truthfulness of that document. This may be a 
happy solution of a somewhat embarrassing en- 
tanglement, as viewed from the Ministerial 
standpoint. It may be that the C.P.R. officials 
have been persuaded to forget and forgive what 
was said ubout their method of dealing with the 
B.D. and B.C. But it does not seem to be treating 
the public quite fairly. The taxpayers have put a 
heap of money and credit into the railway to 
Peace River. They have been told that the leasing 
company is not maintaining the property in a 
proper manner, and has even been mis-using the 
money loaned it with which to put the road in 
condition for safe, efficient and profitable opera- 
tion; this by the Deputy Minister of the Depart- 
ment whose duty it is to take care of their inter- 
ests in that matter. If they believe the report they 
have to accept the finding that their property is 
not safe in the hands of the C.P.R. If they do 
not believe it ,and they have been warned to take 
some of the statements with a sprinkle of salt, 
they are driven to the conclusion that their pro- 
perty is still less safe in the hands of a depart- 
ment run as the Provincial Department of Rail- 
ways is being run. 


WHY BLACKLIST THE FARMERS? 

Opposition members registered justifiable ob- 
jection to the new debt adjustment bill which is 
to replace the Drought Relief Act. They did not 
of course, oppose the giving of help to farmers 
anywhere in the Province when such is really 
needed. But they challenged the wisdom of pass- 
ing a permanent law which stamps the whole pro- 
vince as @ country in which farming is a gamble, 
and where it is necessary to maintain legislative 
machinery to avert the consequences of crop 
failure. Legislation of that kind will obviously 
do nothing to encourage people who have money 
to lend it to farmers anywhere in Alberta, to en- 
able them to buy land, stock and equipment on 
credit, In districts where repeated failures have 
left a majority of farmers unable to pay their 
debts, intervention may be necessary to prevent 
oppression, but it can be made in some way which 
will not kill the credit of farmers who are still 


solvent. In districts where crop failures are un-, 
known official interference between debtor and 

creditor is only needed in isolated cases, and 

there is no occasion to blacklist the whole farm. 
ing community as men who are engaged in an} 
occupation so hazardous that they have to be 

provided with legislative permission to side-step 

their obligations, Alberta needs an immigration | 
of money, as well as an inflow of people. The best 

that could happen would be an influx of people 

having money to invest. Permanent and universal 

lngislation of the moratorium type will do nothing 

to encourage such people to come to the Province, 

nor to induce those who do come to lend their 

aoney to the one class who are thus ampowcred 

* refuse to pay it back. 


GETTING AROUND THE TAXPAYERS? 


The public school board of the city is asking 
the Provincial Government for power to re-issue 
some $83,000 worth of debentures which the board 
bonght up some time ago with surplus money 
which it had on hand. Also to be allowed to bor- 
row by way of debentures against the security of 
temporary school buildings, erected in past years 
out of tax money. This apparently is how the 
board proposes to raise the amount called for by 
its spending program for the year over and above 
the amount which it is demanding from the city 
council. The proposal is simply to borrow money 
on capital account and spend it as current rev- 
enue. And to do this without the consent of the 
taxpayers. On both counts the scheme is un- 
warranted and objectionable, and should not be 
permitted. 

The bonds in question were bought in as a 
matter of good business, when conditions were 
favorable and the money could be spared. They 
should have been destroyed. Because that was 
not done is no reason for re-issuing them. The 
school board is not supposed to speculate in its 
own securities, and should not be allowed to do so. 
The temporary buildings were built with money 
collected as taxes, because it was not considered 
wise to raise funds for such purposes by borrow- 
ing. If that was good policy at the time, it is not 
good policy now to sacrifice the gain that was 
thus made and add the extra amount to the 
bonded indebtedness on school account. And in 
any case the Government would not be protecting 
the taxpayers if it set aside their right to vote and 
took upon itself the responsibility of encumbering 
their property with mortgages without their con- 
sent. If the school board needs the extra money 
it should get it in the usual way. 


A REVIVING HOME MARKET? 

Sudbury is a long way from Aberta, but the 
announcement that the big nickel plant there is 
to be re-started is good news here, as it will be 
elsewhere in the Dominion. That is one hopeful 
sign that the period of industrial stagnation is 
passing and that a revival of menufacturing. 
mining and other classes of wealth-creating ac- 
tivity may be looked for. If conditions make it 
worth while to resume the production of nickel 
on a pre war basis there is reason to hope that 
the improvement will soon make itself felt in a 
demand fir other commodities and a general 
renewal of productive industry. For the last two 
years nobody has been on the job and producing 
at the normal rate except the farmer. Jf those 
two years have demonstrated anything at all in 
the way of economics they have proved that when 
the farmer is the only man who is producing ‘‘as 
usual’’ ho has a pretty unsatisfactory time of it, 
and that the rest of the community suffers in con- 
sequence. 

The West is predominantly agricultural, but 
it will do no harm if because of this experience 
Western people, and particularly the Western 
farmers, set a higher value than they have )hither- 
to done upon the trade value of industrial con- 
cerns and their increase and expansion. With the 
United States refusing to buy our products and 
Europe next thing to bankrupt, the importance of 
the home market to the Canadian farmer assumes 
dimensions it never had before. It cannot of 
course within the next century consume even the 
bulk of his products. But the more non-farmers 
there are in the country earning an honest living 
at some useful employment, the keener the de- 
mand for what he produces and the better the 
returns. Theoretically of course the price abroad 
fixes the price at home, but that generalization 
has to be modified in respect to some important 
kinds of farm products. What the Canadian 
farmer chiefly needs at present is not more com- 
petitors but more customers. And things being 
as they are outside, the home customer who 
draws good pay working in a factory or other in- 
dustrial enterprise is a particularly desirable one.
